Duluth first received CDBG funds in 1974. Today, Duluth receives about $3 million in CDBG, Home Investment Partnership, and
Emergency Solutions Grant funds annually. The mission of the City’s Community Development Program is to invest in programs
that help low-to-moderate income people by addressing basic needs, providing affordable housing, and increasing economic self-
sufficiency.

 

CDBG funds make a significant difference in Duluth and support local programs that provide important services, including:

food pantries and soup kitchens-

job training and support-

housing rehabilitation and development-

homeless shelters-

improvements to neighborhood centers and park facilities-
 

Programs like these have made tremendous contributions to housing stock, infrastructure, public services, and the overall
economic vitality of our community. CDBG funding is a key piece of the continuation of these efforts in Duluth.
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
